York last week adopted a resolution 
which has been recommended by 
several business associations asking 
the 
lioard 
of 
estimates 
to ap­ 
propriate .$480,000 for public baths. 
This looks like a large sum for 
such a pur|K)se, but New York is a 
large city and the number of people 
to be accommodated by free baths, 
if the system is to be so com­ 
prehensive as to accommodate all 
is very large. 
And the proposed 
appropriation is a mere bagatelle 
in comparison with the good that 
may be accomplished by it. 
The system of free public baths 
is already in operation in the me­ 
tropolis and the success that has 
been met with so far is the encour­ 
agement for its extension. 
Con­ 
cerning the needs aud the benefits 
the New York World says: 
“ The 
need for such an appropriation is 
most urgent. 
Recent inquiry re­ 
vealed a block of Manhattan tene­ 
ments housing 360 families which 
has not a single bath tub. Another 
block with 600 households has one 
bath. 
Many thousands of other 
families are known to live under 
conditions almost equally discour­ 
aging. 
The lack of baths in these 
quarters is no fault of their inhabi­ 
tants, who eagerly embrace every 
chance to use the few public baths 
available 
The People’s Bath in 
Centre Market place, founded by 
the Association for Im proving the 
Condition of the Poor, is always 
fad. 
The Rivington street city 
bath, which admits only eighty- 
seven bathers at once, gave 33,000 
baths in Janu ary and 28,000 in 
February, the coldest and shortest 
month of the year.”

Free Public Baths. 


The board of aldermen of New 
York last week adopted a resolution 
which has been recommended by 
several business associations asking 
the 
hoard 
of 
estimates 
to ap­ 
propriate $480,000 for public baths. 
This looks like a large sum for 
such a purpose, but New York is a 
large city and the number of people 
to be accommodated by free baths, 
if 
the system is to be so com­ 
prehensive as to accommodate all 
is very large. 
And the proposed 
appropriation is a mere bagatelle 
in comparison with the good that 
may be accomplished by it. 
The system of free public baths 
is already in operation in the m e­ 
tropolis and the success that has 
been met with so far is the encour­ 
agement for its extension. 
Con­ 
cerning the needs and the benefits 
the New York World says: 
“ The 
need for such an appropriation is 
most urgent. 
Recent inquiry re­ 
vealed a block of Manhattan tene 
merits housing 360 families which 
has not a single bath tub. Another 
block with 600 households has one 
bath. 
Many thousands of other 
families are known to live under 
conditions almost equally discour­ 
aging. 
The lack of baths in these 
quarters is no fault of their inhabi­ 
tants, who eagerly embrace every 
chance to use the few public baths 
available 
The People’s Bath in 
Centre Market place, founded by 
the Association for Improving the 
Condition of the Poor, is always 
fill. 
The Rivington street city 
bath, which admits only eighty- 
seven bathers at once, gave 33,000 
baths in Jan uary and 28,000 in 
February, the coldest and shortest 
month of the year.”
